It has been practicaliy turned into 
available treasury cash since the presi- 
dent's announcement that gold would be 
paid for all treasury notes. Secretary 
Carlisle said this morning that there was 
notuing new to say of tbe situation, ex- 
cept that he was daily receiving offers of 
gold, which he was accepung,

At ie supireasury today no gold had 
been withdrawn for export up to nalf past

cial circles was chiefly contined to the fail- 
ure of the negotiations between the secre- 
tary of the treasury and the bankers. 
There was no change in the situation this 
morning, so far as could be ascertained, 
and none is expected unti] after Mr. Car- 
liste has talked the matter over personally 
With some of the leading bankers tonight 
or tomorrow. 

J. Edward Simmons, president of the 
Fourth National bank, when asked by a 
reporter this morning for his opinion of the 
situation ang particularly with reference to 
the alleged straifed relations between the 
banks and the government, said: 

“The public has been relieved by the 
strong and positive declaration of the pres- 
ident with reference to the payment by the 
government of all its obligations in gold. 
KReyond this, no change has taken place. 
The rumors to the effect that there is any 
friction between the New York bankers 
and the government officials, is in my opin- 
ion without foundation. The bankers of 
New York have not made a proposition to 
the government of any kind whatsoever. 
They have made suggestions in the shape of 
amendmen{s to the proposition of Secretary 
Carlisle, ch apparently do not meet with 
his approval; but all negotiations have been 
conducted in a spirit of business courtesy, 
and all stories indicating friction are with- 
out ok thet can say for myself, but 
I think teal the opinion of all, that the 
bankers 6f New York will meet any propo- 
sition that the secretary of the treasury 
may submit in a spirit of fairness and 
courteousness, and with a desire to do the 
best they can for the public in the inter 
est of this emergency. I have no doubt 
that the best of good feeling will also 
prompt the secretary of the treasury in any 
action that he my take. 

‘That the importance is a matter of policy 
rather than df necessity of strengthening 
the government’s geld reserve, is conceded 
by all thoughtful bankers, and this opin- 
ion seems 9 be shared by the president 
and his cabinet. Just how to reinforce the 
gold reserve is a matter that is now under 
enreful consideration. The bankers of 
New York are willing to do everything 
that is reasonable and proper, not only from 
business motives, but also from patriotic 
impulses, to accomplish that desirable ob- 
ject.

- SIXTY-THO DEAD 


And Several More Fatally Injured by the 
Cyclone, 


DESTRUCTION OUT IN OKLAHOMA. 


The Towns of Munroe and Norman 
Nearly Swept Away, 


AND PEOPLE KILLEO BY THE SCORE. 


The Terrible Pxperience ofthe People Who 
Have Been Made Homeless by the 
Storm—List of the Dead. 


Oklahoma City, I. Ts April 26.—T wo 
distinct hailstorms, cyclones and a water- 
spout combined to cause great destruction 
in Oklahoma last night. It is reported 
that sixty-two human fives were sacrificed. 
It is p@sitive that forty were killed, while 
several were fatally and scores seriously 
injured. The damage to property is ines- 
timable. The names of the victims, so far 
as known, are: Rev. J. M. Corn, Mr. 
and Mrs. Perry,Mr. and Mrs. Banks; Miss 
Ella, Jerry and Frank Banks, John O’Con- 
nor, wife, two sons and two daughters 
and the whole family of Mr. Johnson, con- 
sisting of five persons. 

Orders for thirty-one coffins have bcen 
received here and at Norman, and supplies 
have been’ telegraphed for from other 
points. 

The brunt of the storm was Jaid upon the 
prosperous little town of Norman,”on. the 
Santa Fe road, about twenty miles south 
of here. At that point thirty-one people 
were killed, dozens injured end the town 
almost completely destroyed. There a 
pall has overspread the town, business is 
suspended and eVerybody able to render 
any assistance to the poor unfortunates or 
towards removing the dead bodies, are out 
searching along the track of the cyclone. 
The people are frenzied and cannot give 
any estimate of their loss cnd know noth- 
ing except to care for the dead and injured. 
Oklahoma City has restonfed nobly and 
the mayor and pringipal citizens organize] 
a relief corps and are at tlie scene of de 
struction. 

Further on the towns of Downs and 
Keokuk Falls fared but little better, The 
towns were nearly devastatca and scores of 
pmetTle injured § fatally and otherw.ee, 
though the loss of lives, if at all, wid 
not be as serious as at Norman. ‘The first 
sigus of danger were se-n ,ate yesterday 
afternoon in a pall of black clouds over- 
shadowing the northwest for miles around, 
while further away to the west, rushing 
across the horrison, could be seen the cy- 
clone. Men left their business places and 
hurried to their homes, where all who 
could, quickly sought the cyclone caves. 

Lhe Destruction tegins. 

At 7:30 o'clock the monster from the 
west -renched its antagonist from the 
northwest and with their combined 


Monroe. Houses with precious lives were 
caught up and carried before the angry 
torrent, great trees were twisted off, barns, 
fences and everything in its path were 
laid low. Passing along for eight miles, 
it struck the town of Norman, where the 
damage was repeated, and then on to 
Downs and Keokuk Falls,.and_ through 
Pottowamic county, where thousands of 
dollars’ worth of property were destroyed 
and many lives must have been sacrificed. 
The house of J. O. Q’Connor near Monroe 
was destroyed, and O’Connor and his wife 
and three children and five neighbors, who | 
had sought shelter in the building, suppos- 
ing it was tornado proof, were crushed to 
death. The frame house of John Banks 
was torn fo pieces and he was killed, while 
others of his family of six were badly in- 
jured; three of the children and Mrs. 
Banks fatally. The home of Henry Dyer 
was demolished, but his sick wife and 
child were picked up and carried some dis- 
tance without being hurt. 

West or Norman eight houses were de- 
molished and five or six people badly in- 
jured. East of the stricken town two men 
and two women were killed. Similar re 
ports come from all around, but it seems im- 
possible to get names. 

A Terrible Night. 

The night passed by those who had es- 
caped the storm’s ravages was hideous in 
the extreme. Around Norman, after the 
cyclone had done its destruction, q fearful 
hailstorm started in and after it a violent 
rainstorm. It was too dark to search out the 
dead and to most of the injured and dying, 
who were successful in making their voice 
heard above the storm’s roar, came but 
feeble relief. The would-be rescuers could 
hear the piteous cries of the unfortunate 
and here and there locate the imprisoned 
victims, but help, fn most cases, was out 
of the question, and several of the poor 
unfortunates were compelled to lay buried 
beneath the debris of their once happy 
homes. Those who survived with their in- 
juries and after having laid in the cold 
and wet all night were too faint when morn- 
ing came to cry for help and lay half un- 
conscious till found by their rescuers. 

Men and women and children by the 
score, who had lost their homes, and in 
many instances separated from their faim- 
ilies, spent the dismal night, as a rule, in 
the rain and amongst the debris, endeavor- 
ing to find and help the loved ones. Their 
search was generally fruitless, for the storm 
was so fierce that it was absolutely neces- 
sary to protect themselves by seeking ~what 
shelter remained. : | 

Sad and Pitiable Scenes. 


This was but scant, and when morning 
came it found a sad and pitiable sight. 
Women carrying their babies and lHttle 
children crying for their mothers could be’ 
seen wandering around wet to the skin 
and nearly ready to drop in their tracks. 
As soon as it was light enough the men 
got quickly to work, and after providing 
what comforts they could for the women 
and children, commenced the work of ‘res- 
ene.

FLOATING TERRORS. 


The Great Warships Steam Into New 
York Harbor 


AND ARE SALUTED BY THE FORTS. 


The English Admiral and His Fine 
Flagship 


SEEM TO COMMAND MORE ATTENTION 


The Any Others—The Beautifal White 
Squadron of the United States—Spec- 
tators Line the Shores. 


, 


New York, April 26.—At daylight this 
morning when the sun rose over the hills, 
it looked down on the lower bay on the 
grandest marine review that has ever been 
seen in the waters of New York. 

Two vessels, which arrived at Gravesend 
bay last night, swung at their anchors in 
the beautiful sunlight, and after sunrise ev- 
erybody in the fleet and those who had to do 
with the getting ready for its reception were 
making the final preparations for the parade 
up the bay and river to the anchorage, Ex- 
tending south and east were two long lines 
of war vessels, all in holiday attire. As the 
sun advanced higher in the heavens, the 
wind which was blowing. stifiy from the 
northwest, aided by the ebb tide, swung the 
ships in the fleet about with sterns out to 
sea, with their bows pointed stryight up the 
bay in the direction of the city. The fussy 
little tugs, outlying the blue cross of guard 
duty, were puffing about the narrows and 
the patrol fleet was ready to do its duty. 
The ferry boats to Staten island and to 
Brooklyn were filled with sightseers, who 
were bound to get as near the start as they 
could, and long before the time for the pa- 
rade, the high banks along the narrows and 
the bluffs at the forts, both on Staten is- 
land and Fort Hamilton, were thronged 
with people and the roads were filled with 
spectators hurrying towards the shore to 
find a good point of view. The colors aboard 


resembled so many painted boards, render- 
ing the work of reading the Philadelphia’s 
signals an easy task compared with that of 
last night, when the mist and fog made it 
hard work to distinguish flag signals.

The Miantonomah was anchored off the 
battery to fire a salute at the unveiling of the 
statue to Ericsson. 

It was just 11:45 o’clock when a single 
gun from the Philadelphia announced that 
the onchorage ground had been reached 
and answering almost instantly a gan boomed 
on the Chieago and the anchors of the twelve 
American ships’ dropved as if released by 
electricity. The foreign vessels sluwed down 
and steamed to positions opposite the es- 
corting vessels of our fleet. 

The fleet was anchored im squadron for- 
mation, the powerful Blake, with Admiral 
John Hopkins’s pennant standing out in 
the stiff wind, being about 500 yards be- 
low Fort LaFayette, and the Philadelphia. 
with Rear Admiral (Gheraridi’s blue flag, 
with two white stars at her main, the same 
distance below Tompkins, strung behind 
each leader where the ships were to fol- 
low up the bay and all were in readiness 
for the start. The Dimitri Donskoi was 
in the position in which she anchored last 
night, and the crew had been kept busy 
getting her into trim for the review. As 
she had not been in port at Hampton 
Roads, it was necessary for the other ad- 
mirals to pay their respects, and at half- 
past 8 o’clock Sir John Hopkins put off 
from the Blake and was saluted by fifteen 
guns from the Russian boat as he stepped 
on the quarter deck, the British flag at 
the same time being hoisted. This was 
the first firing that ke the stillness of 
the morning air, and the spectators, not 
generally knowing the cause of the firing, 
were, waiting for the fort to answer. A 
minute or two afterwards the attention of 
all was directed to a black speck up the 
narrows, and with two streaks of foam 
diverging from her bows and a wide wake 
of white water astern of her, the diaboli- 
cal Cushing rushed by at express train 
oat, She reached the Philadelphia in a 
short space of time, wheeling around as if 
she were on a pivot and run up alongsitle 
the flagship with dispatches to Admiral 
Gherardi. She reported all right at the 
ancharage along the route of the parade, 
and at 9 o'clock the signal was given, 
“Prepare to get under way.” 

The fort was crowded with people at 
that time and the roads and banks were 
filled. with spectators. In order to pass 
the time for them, the band played na- 
tional airs. Everybody wanted to know 
where the Blake was, and expressed sur- 
prise at her appearance, for they expected 
to see a much more powerful boat. They 
did not take into account that they were 
looking down upon her from a_ great 
height, and it was only when she was 
boarded that her great strength could be 
seen. As soon as the signals were hoisted 
on the Philadelphia the twin patriot boats 
took up their goaition about 200 yards 
nhove the squadron, ready for the start. 
Steam was upon all of the warships and 
Admiral Gherardi was assured of a prompt 
start when the orders were given. 
At a quarter past 9 o’clock all anchors 
were hove short, and only the signal to 
move was needed for the procession to the 
anchorage for the great review of tomor- 
row. The route up the bar was entirely 
clear of boats, and only the patrol tugs 
were darting about clearing a belated ves- 
sel out of its position. Looking down the 
bay the warships could be seen in squad- 
ron formation, and light smoke was com- 
ing out of their smokestacks as they moved 
slowly into line. One gun sounded from 
the Philadelphia and the signals came down 
on the run. Her screw began to churn 
up the waters of the bay and she slowly 
forged ahead against a strong tide, which 
was racing down through the narrow gate- 
way to the upper bay. The Blake was 
quite in line with the Philadelphia, so the 
latter waited for her to come abreast of 
her before she went on her way. Soon

ABOUT THE FORM OF CONTRACT 


Changed by the New Orleans Cotton Ex- 
change—President Flower’s Protest. 


New Orleans, April 26.—President Mlow- 
er telegraphed today protesting against the 
announcement made in the telegraph col- 
umns of some of the southern papers under 
authority of Hubbard, Price & Co., of New 
York, that the New Orleans cotton  ex- 
change had just changed its form of contract 
to agree with New York, delivering- noth- 
ing under strict good ordinary white. The 
New Orleans cotton people claim that this 
misrepresents their position; that the New 
Orleans contract was changed so as to allow 
nothing below good ordinary white to be 
delivered more than two years ago, and 
that the present change is for the purpose 
of shutting out deliveries of sandy, dusty, 
gin-cut and red cotton, in other words, mak- 
ing the contract consist of desirable mer- 
chantable cotton, preventing the possibility 
of delivery of trash. 

This change, it is claimed by the New 
Orleans people, New York will be forced to 
adopt, as they say the New York contract 
still permits of the delivery of descriptions 
prohibited under the recent amendment 
adopted by the New Orleans exchange. In 
reply to President Flowers’s telegram, ask- 
ing for correction by Hubbard, Price & 
Co., they say they based their information 
on an article in The Galveston News of the 
21st instant. 

An examination of The Galveston News's 
article, it is claimed by President Flower, 
furnished no warrant for the statement 
made. On the contrary, it states, in sub- 
stance, unless New York adopts the same 
course as New Orleans, it will lose heavily 
on its southern trade.

The eleven curators of the Geor- 
gia Historical Society, acting as trustees 
for the Mary Telfair academy, owning 1,000 
shares, refused at first to vote in the meet- 
ing, but it was found that their vote was 
necessary to decide the question. The board 
retired to consider the matter, and the vote 
was five to five. General Henry R. Jackson, 
chairman, who is a director in the Central, 
voting against entering the plan. This de 

ided the matter. 
wT was learned that the only votes in fa- 
vor of the reorganization.came from Mr. H. 
M. Comer, who held a proxy for 993 shares 
deposited with the Mercantile Trust Compa- 
ny; Mr. T. M. Cunningham, f¢ashier of the 
Central bank, representing outside parties, 
and general A. R. Lawton, president of the 
road. who is himself a stockholder. None of 
the stockholders in Augusta and Athens, 
who were represented by Mr. Frank H. 
Miller and Captain W. W. Thomas, favored 
entering the reorganization. Their idea is 
to stay out and continue thelease after the 
Central has been reorganized. 

Mr. Comer said this action would not af- 
fect the plan, as those who wish-to do so 
may still deposit their stock and enter into 
it. Whether the road will be zeorganized will 
then be determined by the reorganization 
committee. ; 

A resolution was adopted at the meeting 
instructing the directors of the company to 
maintain all its rights as guaranteed under 
the lease. The small representation showed 
that there was little interest in which way 
the matter was decided.

There is not to be 
found anywhere on this globe a com- 
munity of saints where man’s inhuman- 
ity to man is entirely unknown. 


“No Bonds, No Gold !” 

This is the ultimatum of the gold 
gambling interests of Wall street; this 
is the ultimatum of the banks that fat- 
ten on the speculation and wreckage of 
that center: “No bonds, no gold!’ The 
credit of the government is nothing to 
them, nor the stability of the currency, 
nor the prosperity of the people. They 
pile up profits in a period of peace; they 
pile up profits in a period of disturb- 
ance. They fatten on the wrecks that 
follow a panic. : 

What is the record of Wall street for 
patriotism? Theugh the bankers and 
capitalists of that street professed to 
be strong unionists, they were ready to 
push the government to the wall when- 
ever the opportunity offered. During 
the darkest days of the war the sec- 
retary of the treasury pleaded for days 
with the Wall street patriots for $5,- 
000,000 in gold to purchase food, cloth- 
ing and equipments for volunteers. His 
pleadings were in vain. The ultimatum, 
then as now, was “No bonds, no gold!” 

The government, disgusted with the 

greed of these millionaire speculators, 
issued $60,000,000 of full legal tender 
paper money, backed by all the taxable 
property of the United States. This 
money passed at par with gold, and 
tided the government over the emer- 
gency of the hour. Alarmed by the suc- 
cess of this issue of full legal tender 
paper, the millionaire speculators of Wall 
street managed to defeat the full legal 
tender tlause of other paper issues, and, 
in the end, the government was com- 
pelled to pay a tribute to their greed 
and rapacity by establishing the nation- 
al banking system, which is devised 
solely in the interest of the gold sharks 
and millionaire capitalists. 
This is the record of Wall street. The 
banks there are “out for the boodle” 
as the phrase goes, and they know how 
to get it. If their ultimatum during 
the dark days of the war, when even 
a Shylock might have been supposed 
to possess at least a spark of patriot- 
ism, was “No bonds, no gold,’’ what 
folly it is to expect that they will part 
with their gold now at the close of a 
campaign which they have been making 
to force an issue of bonds. 

The banks of the west, and even the 
banks of Boston, have shown a willing- 
ness to come to the aid of the treasury, 
but Wall street, made conscious of its 
importance by the fact that the adinin- 
istration has appealed to ft Tor assist- 
ance, stands aloof and says, “No bonds, 
no gold!” : 

The Constitution is glad that the situ- 
ation has been simplified in this way 
so that the humblest voter can under- 
stand and appreciate its significance. 
The suggestion has been made on more 
than one occasion that The Constitution 
and other newspapers that represent 
the people on financial questions, are 
trying to arouse the popular prejudice 
against Wall street. But the facts 
speak for themselves. We know what 
the position of Wall street has been. 
The whole country can see what its 
position is now. There is no politics in 
Wall street. It is ready to destroy any 
party or all parties, and to loot the gov- 
ernment itself. } 

There are honest and patriotic men 
doing business in Wall street, but in 
any emergency or crisis they are prac- 
tically snowed under. ‘Their example 
is ignored and their voices are lost 
whenever Wall street finds it necesasry 
or convenient to go out after the boodle. 
It is not to be denied that Wall street 
methods have been wonderfully suc- 
cessful. The men whom it cannot brow- 
beat it stands weady to beguile, and 
those whom it cannot beguile it stands 
ready to buy. That is the history of 
Wall street since it organized during 
the war its scheme to control the peo- 
ple’s finances. Its“operations, fostered 
and strengthened by the republican par- 
ty, have all been in the interests of 
the money power, the milltonaire specu- 
lators, the eastern gold sharks. 

Considering all the damage it has 
done and is doing, it is no wonder that 
the people are beginning to make uf 
their minds that relief from Wall street 
methods would be cheap even at’ the 
cost of a financial revolution. 


As to Party Organization, 

The Galveston, Tex., News has an 
article on “The Mercenary and Preda- 
tory Theory of Party,” which carries 
the question of party into the clouds 
and leaves it there. Our contempora- 
ry’s article appears to be in the nature 
of a protest against something The Con- 
stitution has said in regard to the feasi- 
bility and necessity of the white people 
of the south carrying out whatever re- 
forms they have in view within the 
lines of the organization which 4s called 
democratic and with which they have 
been acting with more or less unanimity 
heretofore. ‘At Aeast- this is the im- 
pression we gatber from the ponderous 
and powerful retiections of The News. 

We also gather the impression, too, 
that our Galvé;:ton contemporary is of 
the opinion that the unity and harmony 
which The Constitution has been urging 
on the white yoters of the south are in- 
tended to subgerve in some measure the 
desire for the§}spoils of office.

‘The theory of The Galveston News, 
foggy as it is, could not stand for a mo- 
ment against the conditions that exist 
in the south, We say this without 
knowing precisely the nature of our 
contemporary’s theory. There is, to be 
sure, an attempt to express it in the 


farticle before us, but it is so muffled 


and obscured by big words and sound- 
ing sentences that it fails to take our 
understanding with it. : 

There never was, since the world be- 
gan, and never will be while the world 
stands, a political organization that did 
not allow large latitude of individual 
opinion; but these individual opinions 
are obscured by and surrendered (as in- 
deed they should be) to the larger move- 
ment and motive of the organization. 
The theorists may hammer at it as 
much as they please, but a_ political 
party will continue to be a human af- 
fair, practical and commonplace in all 
its details and ramifications. It is 
bound to have within it the mercenary 
and predatory elements, for these are 
human qualities that belong to every 
organization that is powerful or popu- 
lar enough to appeal to the-natural in- 
stincts of man. 

But when that ts said, does it follow 
that parties are to be disbanded? Or 
that any large number of southern 
whites can carry out their ideas of re- 
form by weakening the organization 
that stands and has stood between them 
and a train of evils of appalling magni- 
tude? Or that it will better the demo- 
cratic party of the south to destroy its 
unity rather than to change the human 
instruments that may fail to carry out 
the express and expressed purposes of 
the party? 

We are of the opinion that the duty 
of the southern people is so plain now 
and hereafter that it hardly needs point- 
ing out. i: 


A Mistaken View. 

A correspondent of The Tifton Ga- 
zette criticises the course of Governor 
Northen in taking steps to suppress the 
lynch law evil. He says: : 

Woe unto you lawyers, hypocrits, who, In 
pretending to defend innocence, are shielding 
crime for money. Murder, robbery and ra- 
pine are going Scot free if the perpetrators 
have money. 

Judges, lawyers and juries know it, an out- 
raged people know it, and that hampered 
courts and venal laws do not insure justice 
—hence mobs, ¥ 

Governor Northen is just now kicking 
against the pricks with a vengeance. He 
does not want the Clay county lynchers pun- 
ished because they slew the wrong beast, but 
because they did not wait a year or two at 
the people's expense and give the culprit a 
legal (?) chance to come clear by some like- 
minded jury. 

I would like to know of our noble and good 
governor how many. cases of unjust punish- 
ment of crime he has known the lynchers to 
perform in the last ten years, and promise 
to find him three to one consummate villians 
whom the courts have turned loose. 

Governor Northen is right, and he 
will receive the hearty support of all 
good citizens. ' In Georgia we have no 
“hampered courts and venal laws,” and 
there is absolutely no excuse for resort- 
ing to mob justice. Nor is it proper to 
condemn the lawyers who defend crim- 
inals. Every man who is charged with 
an offense against the laws of the state 
has a constitutional right to be tried 
and punished, if he is guilty, under 
those laws. To condemn and punish 
him without a legal trial is a crime 
against society and public Order. 

Just now the south is more advanta- 
geously situated than at any time with- 
in the past forty years. If she will 
stand by the law and suppress mob yvio- 
lence within her borders good people, 
enterprise and capital will come this 
way. On the other hand, if we permit 
white cap outrages, unlawful hangings 
and burning at the stake this section 
will be under the ban among the civil- 
ized people of all lands. This is a fatr 
statement of the case. Happiness and 
prosperity are within our grasp if we 
stand by the law. Any other course can 


bring only disaster and anarchy.

The Chicago Globe takes tssue with 
Mrs. Charles Henrotin, when she says 
that “the Anglo-Saxon idea of. education 
has been a stunting of tlie. growth of 
the individual.” Our contemporary 
points to our own wople as an example 
of what can be achieved under this sys- 
tem of education, and says: 

It is about time our would-be teachers 
recognized that American education means 
something more than the veneer of manners 
and the gloss .of words; more than the bab- 
ble of tongues and the chatter of isms, ologies 
and ologists.

a system of education prevails under 
which individuality is completely crush- 
ed. The state takes charge of the 
whole business and its arbitrary rules 
produce generations of people with the 
same ideas, the same virtues and vices, 
and the same aspirations in life.

Instead of indulging in theories that are un- 
satisfactory and worthless, let them send an 
inquiring agent to Ellis island, when the 
steerage passengers come ashore, to ascertain 
from the immigrants themselves why they 
do not go to the southern estates. Within the 
past few weeks more than a hundred thono- 
sand immigrants, most of whom would be 
desirable settlers in any part of the country, 
have landed upon that island; and, if the 
experiences of this year correspond with 
those of the last year and of previous years, 
not more than a thousand of them all wil! 
go to those great and fertile and thinly pop- 
ulated states, the governors of which held a 
conference in Richmond a few days ago. 
Why? This is the question for the agent to 
put to them, if he can speak German and 
Swedish and Italian and English In the 
course of a few months this agent can get a 
vast amount of interesting and important in- 
formation, at first hand, at Ellis island. He 
can correct the theories and answer the 
questions of the southern governors. 

Last year, out of nearly four hundred thou- 
sand steerage passengers who arrived at this 
pert from foreign countries, only 4,155 were 
bound to ten of the states of the south. Why 
80 few? Ask the parties concerned.
